No performance here last night. 

Drurp Zane Cheatre. 

Last night the performance at this house consisted of three Miscel- 
laneous Acts or Parts. After Handel’s occasional Overture, the per- 
formance commenced with the magnificent Chorus, ‘Dominus a dextrie’ 
by the same inspired composer. it was wise in Mr. Hawse to give this 
chorus at the beginning of the evening, as the last time, it came so late, 
that notwithstanding its beauty, the audience grew impatient at its 
length. 

Mr. Braham sang ‘ Lord, remember David,’ in a matchless style. 
Miss Love gave ‘ O Lord! whose mercies,’ with great expression— 
‘ Softly rise, ye southern breezes,’ was very pleasingly sung by Mr. 
Horrcastle, and the Bassoon Obligato, by Mr. Denman, was executed 
admirably. In the second part, Mr. Braham and Miss Betts 
the beautiful duet, ‘ O lady mine,’ from The Nymph of the Grotto, in 
an admirable manner, and drew dows great applause. Braham sang 
‘ The Last Words of Marmion,"’ in that superior manner which ren- 
ders him quite unapproachable ; he was obliged to repeat if. In the 
third part, Miss Love sang most enchantingly a new balled, « The 
Chimes of Zurich, by C. E. Horn ; the sweet evening chimes are still 
ringing in our ears: it was given with such feeling and expression as 
to call forth a most enthusiastic encore.—This brilliant composition 
possesses great sweetness, and reflects infinite credit on Mr. Horn’s 
taste and judgment. 

Between the parts, Mrs. Anderson repeated her variations, on * M 
Lodging is on the cold ground,’ on the piano forte ; and Mr.Nicholeos 
displayed his unrivalled talent, in anew fantasia on the Flute, in which 
he introduced ‘ Savourneen deelish,’ with a delightfal effect, and was 
tumultuously applauded. We regret to see these performances so ill 
attended : but this was by far the fullest house of the season.
